Wemajillilii ^ 
paddle for hoMelf economically as 
well as socially. Man's response to 
this is "Equality in one, equality in 
many," and in so doing, may even fur- 
ther the desires of the ultra-indepen- 
dent feminine. All pers(«Sy however, 
do not assimilate that idea, without 
exceptions. There is still room for 
acts of kindness or expression of fa- 
vor which humble the sturdy to the 
meek. ^Appreciation for kindness and 
poUtenesB has not been lost so far that 
recovery is never possible. It is well 
to consider that some of the world is 
still frelfly responding to a changing 
envinrnment in which courtesy must 
sui^ly have a put. 

The flavor of the crudest act often 
is well seasoned with a touch of po- 
liteness .or a eonsidermtion of kind- 
ness for others. Good will never fails 
to register in some quarter for it al- 
ways rests a sense of personal honor 
for the dditor. And whexe courtesy 
is tendered its proper recognition, 
those deeds of thoughtful conduct 
point the way for honor and esteem.

The proportion of man's earning to 
his worth is shown by the following 
illustration: On every job of road 
construction there are four groups.

These are always college men 
and are very well paid. Secondly are 
the contractors who see that the road 
is constructed. They are also respon- 
sible for a great deal and are men of 
at least high school education. Thiid- 
ly, there are the E|killed laborers. They 
fliust thoroughly know the mechanics 
of their, particular machines ' and re- 
ceive fahr wages. At l^Mt Jin eighth 
grade education^ irequired of them. 
Lastly, there are the men with the 
wheelbarrows, the unskilled laborers. 
Their education may be scant and -tilie 
wages are low* 

A comparison such as this shows 
that education' does give you financial 
advantage. Howtver, siidi an argn- 
ment cannot entirely justify study and 
the real rewards of education are not 
financial .

In the matter of line plunges both 
teams were about on a par. Blooms- 
burg, working a fast cutback on what 
started as an off-tackle smash, pick 
ed up a valuable yardage. The Mans- 
field attack was for tl^ moat part 
divided between off-tadde phu^pM, 
end-runs, and passes.

In Tulsa, 
Oklahoma, A year of hpme economics 
is required for boys before gradua- 
tion. 

Short unit courses are bing given 
for the boys of Mansfield Junior High 
School in each <>f the seventh, eighth 
and nintii grade. The jproblema se- 
lected are those^#^di will he oi ^lue 
to them in camp or at home. The 
clothing work includes such problems 
as darning socks, mending of tears 
and patching: in cotton and woolen 
materials; pressing of ties and trous

(The following study of the faculty 
and student body of Mansfield State 
Teachers College has been made 
possible by the co-operation of the 
office of the Dean of Instruction.] 
A cursory study of the training, ex- 
perience, and service of some sixty^ 
three (68) members of the instwic* , 
tipnal and administrative staff at 
Mansfield SUte Teachers College 
yields the following: Dr. Wm. R. 
Straughn, the president, came to 
Mansfield in April, 1914. Three mem-" 
bers of the present faculty were here 
to welcome him: Professor George ^ 
W. Cass, Miss Alice Doane, and Pro* 
fessor George B. Strait. The bursar. 
Miss Margaret Hutcheson, had come 
to the institution in the previoitt 
year. Dr. Will George Butler was 
added to the staff the next fall and 
Professor Herbert Grant joined tho 
faculty in 1915. All those above- 
nMued, e^^cept Dr. Straughn, are 
Mansfield graduates as are twenty- 
two (22) of thi groQp under eon$id- 
eration. 

Fifty-nine (59) members of the~ 
faculty have come to Muufield dur- 
ing Dr. Straui^'s p^aaidency, jiix 
<«) before September, li20, and fifty- 
two (62) since that year, in which the 
"State o^-Pennsyhrania finally accept- 
ed full responsibility for the ina^ta^ 
tion, in which also the work was 
plased on a collegiate basis and the 
secondary work diecontinued. Two 
present members of the faculty came 
here in each of the years *18, '19, *20, 
and '2a; three (8) in "21 and '25j four 
(4) in '26 and '28; six (6) hi '22 and 
seven (7) in '24, '27, ^29 and 80. Thir^ 
teen (18) of the faculty were here 
in 1920; twenty-one (21) came be- 
tween '21 and '26; and twenty-nine 
(29) since 1925. 

It ia interefeting to note that in 1920, 
wtlh peaiibly two exceptions, all the 
faculty and their families lived in the 
dormitories and ate in the dining 
room. Dr. Straughn occupied in that 
year for tlw first time 
residence in the corner of the campus. 
In 1919 Mr. Fred E. Brooks, the Su- 
perintendent of Buildings and 
Grounds, came to his present position. 
Since that time have been built the 
heating plant, the Junior High School, 
the new water system and swimming 
pool, the temporary class rooms and 
laborati^es, the auditorium, and the 
temporary Sdenee buiMlfig, and 
changes too numeroos to menti<m 
made in the buihtingt, grounda fttid 
equipment. 

The sixty-three members of tli^ 
faculty under considerati6n have

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TH^ TRAINING SCHOOL 



During the past Week the Training 
School has had a meeting of the Par- 
ent^Teacher Association at which 
tiiere were about forty-five parents 
present. The fourth grade pre^ted 
a dramatisation of tihe life of Christ- 
opher Columbus which presented his 
struggles in reaching America, ver> 
vividly to the children. The special 
music dass of the sixth grade gave 
some dances and songs whidi they 
had listed in their class.

Mr. Retan presented to the parents 
the idea that in connecticm with the 
tftudy of the children of the Training 
School it is necessary to have a very 
careful study of the home environ- 
ment. The parents present expressed 
considerable sympathy with this idea 
and said they had no objection to the 
studmt teachers visiting their h6nft»b. 
In fact, they rither welcomed this 
id^ 2)mri^ the year ft iji^expected 
that a very careful study of the home 
environment of the children of the 
raining Sdiool will be made. When 
this study is checked up with the 
study of the intellectual and emotion- 
al reactions of the children it is ex- 
pected that we shall have some more 
definite knowledge concerning the 
reasons for the placement of the stu- 
deintif in the grades. 

The Training Sehobl Xibrary has 
been very well patronized this falL 
Nearly one-half of the books are 
dawn out all of the time. We are 
looking forward to getting some new 
books through the kindness of Miss 
Doane. The present trend in teach- 
ing is that children ^ get more firqni 
th^" volunSury reading than from 
any other source and we want to 
niake that reading just as valuable 
and extensive as possible. 
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THE SPIRIT OF MANSFIELD 

(An extract frpm Dr. Belknaji^t ad- 
dress to the K. M. C. A.) 

The best things about any instltu- 
i^n eaimpt be listed in any catalog or 
set fqjrth in any statement. Forms and; 
activities change, but for good or for 
ill, a real college has a continuing life 
and personality ^Ich is the best 
thing it has to' offer to fts students. 

Mansfield is personal, not institu- 
t onal in its spirit. It was originated 
atid it has boen developed by ordinary 
ci|^,zens, first from Mansfield and Ti- 
oga County^^more recently from the 
adjoining counties in its service area 
also. In its early yean persom^ con- 
tributions of materials and labor 
eredted South Hall at a total labor 
bill of ^fty cents. Small boys worid^ 
ed out their subscriptioiis cleanii^ 
brick. A young lawyer, later the dis- 
tinguished council of the Standard 
Oil Company, who arranged the legal 
dissolution of the trust under wH^eh 
it now operates, laid with his own 
hands, the brick walls with which We 
are familiar. In recent years a simi- 
lar personal interest has made pos- 
sible the financial support from tho 
Comittonweatth. Mansfield as an in- 
stitution has grown up from below, 
rather than been imposed from above. 
It is restless under bureaucracy, for- 
mality, and petty restiraint. . Its 
strength is in the perspnal intenst 
of the citizens by whom it is served 
and for whom it exists. 

Mansfield is Puritan, not puritaiH|^ 
nor puritanical, in its Spirit. It is 
significant that its founders were of 
families from the puritan section of 
the United States with th^ familiar 
puritan interest in ethics and in edu- 
cation. It is equally significant that 
the first graduate of the institution, 
now {he oldest living graduate, wa4,' 
when past eifi^y, nominated as the re- 
form mayor of the not inconsiderable 
city where he makes his home, in 
which office he still functions. Teach- 
ing is ona^of the professions where 
moral eonser^tion is an asset Mans- 
field is fortunate in its puritan tradi- 
tion. 

Mansfield is democratic in its spirit

as would be expected from 'its diigin 
and its environment. The trol^B 
und^ whom its policies weifi fhst de 
veloped were farmers, artisans, labor 
ers, and small town business and pro<* 
fessional men of vision and ideals. Its 
strongreat graduates have been men 
and women to whom it offered their 
only opportunity for education, hard- 
ly won and dearly prizedi Its friends 
and supporters have been the rank 
and file of the citizens of the Com- 
monwealth. Its doors have been open 
to the energi^tie aiid ambitious, and 
its graduates, rising wittr ritr Hbelp 
from the ranks, have carried far its 
fame. 

Mansfield is rural^ not urban in 

spirit. This is not a question of loca- 
tion, but of temperament. A certain 
breadth of Outlook and balance oi 
judgment, not usually found in thei 
provincially urban-minded, have 
characterized the insitution. 
The narrowly urban-minded, lone- 
some away from pavement and sky- 
scraper, are not long happy in Mans- 
ifiedd. Its physical location is re- 
mote, in the rugged hills of northern 
Pennsylvania among a scattered and 
diminishing agricultural and mining 
population, but ita strongest alvaonl 
association are in New Yotk City and 
Philadelphia. Its students and grad- 
uates in the last decade have done ad- 
vanced work in thirty of more col- 
leges and universities from Harvard 
and Michigan in the north to Virginia 
and Alabama in the south; from Co- 
lumbia and Pennsylvania in the east 
to the University of Colorado and Ae 
University of Southern California in 
the west. From its remote hillside 
it touches elbows with all the world. 

Mansfield is rural, but not local; 
democratic but not commonplace; 
puritan but sot; narrow; personal bat 
not formless. It may have its faults 
which it strives to mend; but it has 
and will have the rugged, homely and 
stalwart virtues of those who founded 
it and gave it its being, of those who 
nourished it and have given it its con- 
tinuing life, of those now who trust it 
and thus insure the perpetuation of 
that spirit which justifies its exis- 
tence as an institution.

The Junior High Sehool at Man»-' 

fi^Id cdme into existent eleven yc^rs 
ago. ^When Professor Webster be- 
came principal, this -achol oecupied 
the basement rooms of Alnnml HiU. 
As the enrollment increased and de- 
mands for school facilities changed 
these rooms proved inadequate. . 

In 1927 the Junior Hi|^ School 
moved into a new and better building. 
This buUding stands on the hillside 
back^ o^ the college, and thuff haq'the 
unique advantage of having a ground 



entrance to all floors. Professor 
Webster said, "We think the building 
to be one of very few in the state 
that is designed especially for a small 
junior high schooL" 

The encollment and teaching staff 
have ateadily grown in numbers. At 
present the enrollment is 178; fifteen 
supervisors do full or part time work, 
and from 35 to 40 college seniors do 
practice teaching each semester. 

Six of the supervisors have been in 
the system for eight yefurs. Such a 
loiig period of work together tends 
toward stability and efficiency. One 
supervisor stated that their working 
relations ha4 beiNt most pleasant

The library of the Mansfield Stete 
Teachers College is housed in Sovth 
Hall, the oldest of the e<^fege laSSA» 
ings. The large room on the left as 
one enters South Hall is the nutiiy 
reading, and drenlation room; across 
the hall is a small, newly equiped re- 
ference room; while not far away, to 
the front of the building, ia a suite of 
rooms used for office, storage laid 
working quarters. The library also 
maintains and administers collections 
of books in the Training School and 
^ke^STunhnr^i^Ni^eeli — - ^ ^ _ 

The resources of the libMtry are 
free to all students and members of 
the faculty. The reference and read- 
mg rooms are open to the public also, 
and every year a comparatively large 
number of townspeople avail them* 
selves of this privilege. 

The circulaSon of bbOks and pe^ 
riodicals during the period SeptttO* 
ber, 1929, to August, 1930, inclusive, 
was 30,177 volumes. During the same' 
period there we^ alio oreulated 888 
pamphlets and 1146 pictures. No rec- 
ord is kept of the number of referoioe 
questions answered, nor of the indivi- 
uuals using the reading, room^ but tlio ' 
totals^ if (imputed, would be large. 

The library staff consists of the li- 
brarian, the assistant librarian, a 
clerical assistant, and five student a». 
sistants. The assistant librarian in 
addition to h^ other duties^ teaches 
m course in the use of booki and tk" 
braries. This course, which is known 
as "Library Methods", is nquired of 
all freshmen. 

It is part of the creed of the libra* 
ry staff that a school library ihoald 
not only provide reading matter for 
its ptUblic, l^ut should incite to more 
and bemt reading. To this end, the 
library is made as phyaieally attrse* 
tive as possible; a quiet and studious 
atmosphere is induced, (not to say 
insisted upon) ; interesting and beau< 
tiful books are displayed; lists of 
books are posted in the libary and on 
dormitory bulletin boards. The 
lil»ary earnestly deaires for tiie »t»» 
dents of the college , a broad, rich, 
varied, reading experience. An ex« 
perience of this sort is, no doubt, one 
of the greatest bon^ti<uqr o^ta«t 
can bestow. 

The most vital present problem of 
the library is one of room in wliich to 
house its rapidly growing \totk eol* 
lection. Perhaps when the parents 
of todi^ have become the grandpar^ 
ents of tomorrow, there will stand on 
Ghe «imptts a new buildings tffany^ 
worthy of our institution.

ty-one (21) have studied at Colum- 
bia; eleven (11) at New York Uni- 
versity; eight (8) at Cornell; seven 
(7) at Syracuse; five <5) each at 
Pennsylvania State College and the 
U^versity of Pennsylvania; four (4) 
each at Harvard, Bucknell, the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, Johns Hopkins 
University and the University of 
Michigan; two (2) each, at Dickinson, 
Carnegie Tech, the Schond of Expres- 
sion, Clark University, Drexel Insti- 
tute, the New York School of Social 
Work, the University of Nebraska, 
Randolph-Macon, Nebraska Wesleyan 
and Smith College. Among the forty- 
seven (47) other institutions in this 
country attended by one member of 
the faculty are included Yale, Uni- 
versity, Temple University, Brown 
University, the University of South- 
em California, Lake Erie College, 
Ohio State University, Boston Univer- 
sity, Washington State College, Sim- 
mons College, Alfred University, Den- 
ver University, the New England Con- 
servatory, Elmira College, the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, Alleghany Col- 
lege^ the Univer^ of Washington, 
the University of Kentucky, the Uni- 
versity pf Virginia, Lafayette Col- 
lege, Muhlenberg College, Omaha 
University, Ohio Wesleyan, |he Uni- 
versity of Colorado, th» College of 
William and Mary, Beloit College and 
the University of Wisconsin. ' Oqtaide 
the United States are to be mentioned 
McGill University in Canada; Oxford 
University in Great Britain, the Hoch- 
schnle in Darmstadt, Germany; the 
Gymnastic Foll^ School in Ollerup, 
Denmark, the Fontainebleau School of 
Music, France; and other continental 
universitiea. 

No attempt has been made to list 
the famous private instructmm VBibMr 
whom many of the faculty have 
studied, particuliurly in music; nor to 
note the professional studies of such 
members of the faculty as has at one 
time or another followed professions 
other than teaching. It may be noted 
that among our faculty are individu- 
als well trained, and carefully equip- 
ped among other things for Joumal- 
litn, Law, ThedlOgy, Forestry, Ifedi- 
cihe, Public Speaking and Oratory, as 
well as for the work they now under- 
take. 

The. previous! experience of our fac- 
olty is as broad as their training. Not 
including Pennsylvania where twenty- 
seven (27) of- them were teaching 
when tiiey came to ns, the remaining 
thirty-six (86) came directly to ns 
from nineteen (19) states and two (2) 
foreign countries. These last were 
Fnmce and China. Six (9) eame^lrom 
New York; five (6) from Nebraska; 
three (8) from Virginia; two (2) each 
item Rhode Island, New Jersey, 
Maryland and Coloi^o; and one (1) 
each from Ohio , Kentucky,. Iowa, 
Vermont, Oregon, Georgia, Montana, 
Indiana, Michigan, Massachusetts, 
Minnesotaiiatf DfliiMre. 

Turning from facutly to students it 
may be interesting to note that since 
the present system of records was in- 
augurated in Setember, 1920, foor 
thousand eight hundred eighty-three 
(4,888)^ different students have been 
conne^M with the institution and 
have a folder in the jRles and^a page 
in the record book. Two hundred 
twenty (220) of these are new en^ 
trsnto ^ fall. It is a matter of cu- 
riouft Interest to note that the student 
whose llMiur m number one 

in the l^toi ki back this fall working 
toward adegree. 

The eourses given at different times 
have been so varied that any compar- 
ison of numbers of graduates would 
ba, eatMy misleadiog, but a reeent 



study made by the Department of 
Public Instruction of the pumber of 
degrees granted by the State Teach- 
ers College i^m May, 1927, to the 
end of the 1980 Summer Session gives 
signifiicant figures. During that four 
year period Mansfield has graduated 
two hundred and sixty-nine (269) stu-^ 
dents with the degree of B. S. in Edu-^ 
cation. The other twelve teacher col- 
leges in the State have similarly grad- 
uated twelve hundred five (1206).. 
students in numbers, varying for 
each institution from fifteen (16) the 
smallest, to two hundred and twwty- 
foUr ^224), -the largest (next to 
Mansfield). 

Naturally, most of Mansfield's two 
hundred sixty-nine (269) Bachelors <« 
Science in Education are teaching. A 
considerable number, howevor, have 
already begun graduate work in^ at 
least sixteen different un^enities. 
The list includes: The University of 
Alabama, Bucknell, Chicago, Cincin- 
nati, Columbia, Conell, Duke, Florid 
da, Johns Hopkins, Michigan, New 
York, Ohio State, Pennsylvania State, 
Southern California, Virginia and 
W^ Vtrgina. As none of tlieaa atiir 
dents have ben but of college more 
than three years the list ia, very con- 
siderable. 

From another study nuule by the 
Department of Public Instruction we 
note that in the academic year, 1929- 
1980, Mansfield drew students from 
thir^-eight (38) different counties, 
of which six (6) counties were repre- 
sented by fifty (50) or more Students 
and twelve (12) others by ten (10) or 
more stndents. 

The present location and oeeupa* 
tion of the 4,888 students of the past 
ten years canot be indicated with 
eonsid«pable aeeuraey. Bute a leeilit 
checl;^ im iostitntkina at wfaidk ^^or 
students have been studjnng during 
the past ten years indicated that they 
had been at vrork in over thirty (80) 
colleges and universities in fifteen 
(16) states. Following the states al- 
phabetically we can note: Alabama, 
the University of Alabama; C^alifor^ 
nia, the University of Southern Oal- 
ifomia; Colorado, the University of 
Colorado; CJonneetieut, Yale Univer- 
sity; Florida, the University of Flori- 
da; Massachusetts, Havard Univer- 
sity, Simmons College and Smith Col- 
lege; Michigan, the University of 
Michigan; North Carolina, Duke Uni- 
versity; New Jersey, Princeton Uni* 
versity; Ni^w York, Colegate, Colum- 
bla> Obriiill, New York Univendty, 
and Syracuse University; Ohio, the 
University of Cincinnati, D^oison Un- 
iversity, Ohio University, Ohio Stata 
University, and Ohio Wiai^raii; 
Pennsylvania, Bucknell, Camef^e In- 
stitute of Technology, Drexel Insti- 
tute, Frai^din and Marshall Gollega, 
Lafayette, Penns;iHt««aia State Col- 
lege, Temple University, the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, the Univeraity 
of PittsbnrghrVirginia, the University 
of Virginia. Undoubtedly, oth«a 
should be added to the list. 

The above may sufficiently indicate 
the fairiy representative and ral^ 
cosmopolitan contacts of the faculty 
and student body of Mansfield State 
Teachers College, a rural institution

(By an American Girl.) 

[Note: Her mother ^ml |at]|^ were 
both bom in Italy.] 
Home setting: 

. A small village situated among 
hills, ^hat were orchards in summer 
time, is tV^ setting of my father's 

^birthplace m Italy. From descriptions 
of it, from both my father and moth- 
er, I can piece togeUier a veiry beau- 
tiful place. All the houses are one 
story and the front of every home is 
Jnst one beautiful flower garden. My 
father's family is vefj old and proud. 
In the village where they lived they 
were the wealthiest and most popular 

[ ^ Ml the pebple. It is a village of 
about one thousand inhabitants who 
are scat^red among the fields and^ 
hiUs of this quiet country. All their 
ne^^ibc^s and friends mnst be jiist so, 
for their morals are very high. 

Jfy father always had plenty of 
money and time, so in his young dayii> 
he travelled everywhere and saw all 
the ways of living that are both good 
and bad. This, together with his par- 
ents' viewpoint, helped to make him 
ve^ i^arrow^^ and e^acfe as^ to ^tbr ways 
of living. 

Both my father's and mother's fam^ 
ily are very reLgious. All the men 
wbe worked in the fields, in eunili^r 
time, the shepherds, and servants 
would have to sit around my great- 
grandmother and say the rosary ^fter 
her. When the prayers were finished 
the different men would jgather in 
groups abound the garden and talk 
and enjoy themselves. The family 
would sit togetiher and d scuss and 
talk ' things over among themselves. 
In wintet whoever was in their house- 
bold had to sit with them around the 
fireplace and repeat the prayers that, 
my great-giandmother said. 

After my parents came to America 
they learned the custioma and ways 
that have helped them succeed in life, 
hut jthelr morals and ideals get high- 
er every day.

yourself. My father is selfith an! 
stern although his love is lari^fe. He 
has no pat.enoe or sympathy \k him. 
One could never go to him: with 
troubles, but he is wonderful in, every 
other way. My mother, althouih she 
loves and missels l^e ^d &mil^ ways 
and eustomsj understands that we 
could not possibly sit at home and say 
our prayers every night or listen to 
them talk about their family affaii^.^ 
If it weren't for mother we could nev- 
er step out the door to go out to 
smuse^TirBelveSi She knowa that we 
must go out and realizes the ways of 
modern young people. She trusts me 
eversrwher^ She has told nfe all that 
I should l^ow about life and says that 
if I go the wrong way she is not to 
blame because I know that whatever 
I'm doinir la eithw good or bacL As 
sobn as my younger sisters get old 
enough to go out she will also explain 
life's struggle to them so that they 
will not go wronl^. She doiw all in her 
Dower to make us keep np with 09r 
crowd. 

> My father is different. He QRn't un- 
derstand why we can't be happy and 
content at homcwith the family. He 
always claims that there is no love for 
parents in oa or we woidd k^vs to stay 
at liOttlll and listen to his Bible stories 
and proverbs. He is the old-fashion- 
ed type and" will never change. A 
party^ dance, ride, or theater is a Uee^ 
rible kind of amusement and he will 
always say we .are bad because we 
lower ourselves by having cheap en- 
tertainment. What he ealla a good gixi 

s one who sits at home, never gOM| 
out, learns to cook and sew, and at 
tW^BtF«#yo marries the man with 
money, whether thare is love or not, 
and goes to live with him the rest of 
her life. His ideas are to marry youi^ 
omi kind and not one from a lower 
family. Ancestors mean everything 
to him and when we argue that we 
will marry whom we love wlien it is 
time, het. flies into the air with rage 
and threatens to diso-wn us if we ever 
do anything against his wish or ideas. 
But I often wonder if we will win or 
he. My mother knows that we are 
iifferent and if we show her that we 
love tiiat certain man, no matter 
whose family he comes from, and 
that he is worthy, she will do all she 
^an to help us out. Many times I 
feel that if mother hadn't accustomed 
herself to American ideas we would 
have died with the longing to be like 
our friends. I cannot put into words 
how badly I feel and how deeply it 
hurts to think that my father will al- 
ways be ignorant regarding the point 
of view of the younger generation 
and ^at they will itever meet mith his 
approval. Sometimes it makes me 
angry to think that if he could 
Americanize himself to other customs 
he could, if he wante<i $o,.imderatand 
js, but then the picture of his family 
will come into my mind and I stop to 
Lhihk how hurt my father must feel 
with our actions and ways. This is 
'he hardest struggle for a srirl with 
Italian parents to win and I ean tell 
you that so far very few have suc- 
ceeded, My mother on account of be- 
ing younger, cbanged her views, but 
niy father is much older and if he 
hasn't now he never will. I can't do 
anything to change him so I must-for- 
feit my frieibds and amusement in 
Older to have peace in our home. - ,

[The following study of the faculty 
and student body of Mansfield State 
Teachers College has been made 
possible by the co-operation of the 
office of the Dean of Instruction.] 
A cursory study of the training, ex- 
perience, and service of some sixty- 
three (63) members of the instrnfr- 
tional and administrative staff at 
Mansfield State Teachers College 
yields the following: Dr. Wm, R. 
Straughn, the president, came to 
Mansfield in April, 1914. Three mem- 
bers of the present faculty were here 
to welcome him: Professor George 
W. Cass, Miss Alice Doane, and Pro« 
fessor George B. Strait. The bursar. 
Miss Margaret Hutcheson, had come 
to the institution in the previous 
year. Dr. Will George Butler was 
added to the staff the next fall and^ 
^Tofeasox fleriifirt Grant joined th, 
facuHy ltt 191^ All those above- 
named, except Dr. Straughn, are 
Mansfield graduates as are twenty- 
two (22) of the group under consid- 
eration. 1 

Fifty-nine (69) members ^ tftQ 
faculty have come to Mansfield dorr 
ing Dr. Straughn's presidency, *ix 
(6) before September, 1920, and fifty- 
two t^^X since lhat year, in which the 
State of Pennsylvania finally accept- 
ed full responsibility for the institu« 
tion, in which also the work was 
placed on a collegiate basis and the 
secondary work discontinued. Two 
present members of the faculty came 
here in each of the years '18, '19, *20, 
and '28; three (8) in '21 and '25; four 
(4) in »26 and '28; six (6) in '22 and 
seven (7) in '24, '27, '29 and 80. Thir- 
teen (18) of the faculty were here 
in 1920; twenty-one (21)^ame be- 
tween "21 and •26; and twehty-nine 
(29) since 1926. 

It is interesting to note that in 1920, 
wtih poiaibly two conceptions, all the 
faculty and their families lived in the 
dormitories and ate in the dining 
room. Dr. Straughn occupied in that 
year for the first time his official 
residence in the comer of the campus. 
In 1919 Mr. Fred E. Brooks, the Su- 
perintendent of Buildings and 
Grounds, came to his present position. 
Since that time have been built the 
heating plant, the Junior High School, 
the 4MW ^mater system and swimming 
POOlj the tem|K)rary class rooms and 
laboratories, the auditorium, and the 
temporary Science building» and 
chMiges too munerons to mention 
made in the buildings, grounds and 
eqoipment. -

The best things about any institu- 
tion cannot be listed in any catidog or 
set forth in any statement. Forms and 
activities c|iange, but for good or for 
ill, a real college has a continuing life 
and personality which is the best 
thing it has to offer to its students. 

Mansfield is personal, not institu* 
t.onal in its spirit. It was originated 
an<^ it has been developed by ordinary 
citizens, first from Mansfield ahd^i- 
oga County, more recently from the 
adjoining counties in its service area 
also. In its early years personal con- 
tributions of materials and labor 
erected South Hall at a totak labor 
bill of fifty cents. Small boys work- 
ed out their Subscriptions cleaning 
brick. A young lawyer, later the dis- 
tinguished council of the Standard 
Oil Company,^ who arranged the legal 
dissolution T^rihe trust under which 
it now operates, laid with his own 
hands, the brick walls with which we 
are fftmiliar. In recent years a simi- 
lar personal interest has made pos- 
sible the financial support from iho 
Commonwealth. Mansfield as an in- 
stitution has grown up from below, 
rather than been imposed from above. 
It is restless under bureaucracy, for- 
mality, and petty restraint. Its 
strength is in thu personal interest 

meitixeos whom it is served 
j»om itwrilta 

Mansfleld ig Puritan, not puritanic 
nical, in its spirit. It is 
significant that itg Ipunders were of 
families from the puritan section of 
the Unltisd States with the familiar 
puritan interest in ethics and in 
cation. It is equally significant that 
^he first graduate o| the institution, 
now the oldest living graduate, was, 
^hen past eighty, nominated as the re^ 
form mayor of the not inconsiderable 
city where he makes his home, in 
which office he still functions. Teaehi- 
ing is one of the professions where 
moral conservation is an asset. Mans- 
field is fortunate in its puritan tradi- 
tion. 

Mansfield is democratic in its spirit 



as would be expected ^om its origin 
and its environment. The trustees 
undo* whom its policies were first de- 
veloped were farmers, artisans, labor 
ers, and small town business and. prar 
fessional men of vision and ideals. Its 
strongest graduates have been men 
and women to whom it oiVered their 
only Opportunity for education, hard- 
ly won and dearly prized. Its friends 
and aic^porters have been the rank 
und file of the citizens of the Com- 
monwealth. Its doors have been open 
to the energetic and ambitioug, and 
its graduates, rising liiltit itg help 
from the ranks, have carried fmr its 
fame. 

Mansfield is rural, not urban in 
spirit. This is not a qu^tion of loca- 
tion, but of temperament. |A certain 
breadth of outlook and balance oi 
judgment, not usually found in the 
provincially urban-minded, have 
c h aracterized the insitution. 
The narrowly urban-minded, lone- 
some away frmn pavement and sky- 
scraper, are not long happy in Mans- 
Ifiald. Its physical location is re- 
mote in the rugged hills of northern 
Pennsylvania among a scattered a\id 
diminishing agricultural and mining 
population, but itr strongest alumni 
association are in New York City and 
Phfladelphia. Its gtndents and grad- 
uates in the last decade have done ad- 
vanced work in thirty or more col- 
leges and universities from EUirvard 
and Michigan in the north to Virginia 
and Alabamna in^itiianrouthf^ro 
lumbia aad Peioauylvania in the east 
to the University of Colorado and the 
University Of Southern California in 
the west. From its remote hillside 
it touches elbowis with all the world. 

Mansfield is rural, b«l iiot local; 
democratic but not commonplace; 
puritan but not narrow; personal but 
not ffflf^MM, It may have it s faults 



^wHicH it strives to mend; but it has 
and will have the rugged, homely and 
stalwart virtues of those who founded 
it and gave it its being, of those who 
nourished it and have given it its con- 
tinuing life, of those now who trust it 
and thus insure the perpetuation of 
that spirit which justifies itg exis- 
tence as an institution. 



THE JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 



The Junior High School at Mans- 
iMld came into existence eleven years 
ago. When Professqr^^^ebster be- 
came principal, this schol occupied 
the basement rooms of Alumni Hall. 
As the enrollment increaeed and de- 
mandg for school facilities changed 
these rooms proved inadequate. 

In 1927 the Junior High School 
moved into a new and better building. 
This building stands on the hillside 
back of college and thus has the 
unique advantage of having a ground 



entrance^ to all floors. Professor 
Welbster said. ''We think the building 
to be one of very few in thie state' 
that is designed especially for a small 
junior high school." 

The enrollment and teaching staff 

have steadily grown in numbers. At 
present the enrollment is 178; fifteen 
supervisors do full or part time work, 
and from S6 to college Isiduors do 
practice teaching each semester. 

Six of the supervisors have been in 
the system for eight years. Such a 
long period of Work together tends 
toward stability and efficiency. One 
supervisor stated that their working 
relations had been most pleasant. 

The Junior Higfa^ contemplates join- 
ing the Junior League of the Roose- 
velt Trail. The athletic prowess of 
the students manifests itMtf in the 
large number of pennahta that they 
have won. All anticipate a aueetts* 
ful season this year.

VESPERS 
At Vespers, Sunday evening. Dr. 
Belknap favored us with an excellent 
talk on "The Value of Good Books." 
Books are the means by which we may 
become acquainted with great and 
wii^ men and certainly we should 
know many since we have myriad 
lM>oks^ at_our commaiid 
not make as great a sacrifice to se- 
cure books as did Chaucer's ''Clerk of 
Oxenford," to make up his twenty- 
volume library. 

Tet do we know a great deal more 

about our world than this fifteenth- 
century scholar knew of his? Yes, but 
not as much as we ought, because our 
civilization has brought about gome 
new forms of amusement which have 
crowded reading as a p|||[time from 
the lives of many of us. ^The radio, 
the automobile, the movie, even the 
newspaper, helpful as they are, do not 
bring is in dose contact with the 
world. We may hear a man apeak, 
we may see him, we may talk witii 
him, but only by reading iiis books 
can we come finally to understand 



The^ lihraiy^^ «ie Mansfi^ 
Teachers College ia housed in South 
Hall, the oldest oi^ the college build- 
ings. The large room on the left as 
one enters South Hall is the main 
reading and drculatipn room; acxoga 
the Hall is a small, newly equipM Mf* 
ference room; while not far away, to 
the front of the building, is a suite of^ 
rooms used for* office, gtorage and 
working quarters. The libKBli?y ~iH»"~ 
maintains and administers collections 
of books in the Training School and 
the Junior Hin^ ScfaooL ' 1 

The resoureeg of the library are 
free to all students and memberg of 
the faculty. The reference and read- 
ing rooms are o^ to the public also, 
and every year a comparative^r 
number of townspeople avail themr" 
selves of this privilege. 

The circulation of books and pe- 
riodicals during the period Se|^lgii»> 
ber, 1929, to August, 1980, inclusive, 
was S0,177 volumes. During the same 
period there were also circulated 882 
pamphlets and 1145 pictures. No rec* 
ord is kept of the number of reference 
questions answered, nor of the indivi- 
duals using the reading room, but the 
totals, if commuted, would be large. 

Tlie library staff consists of the li- 
brarian, the assistant librarian, a 
deriad aa^lgtant, and five student as. 
sistants. The assistant librarian in 
addition to her other duties, teaches 
a course in the use of books and U« 
braries. This courae, which is known 
as "Library Methods", ii reqinired of 
all freshmen. 

It is part of the creed of the libra* 
ry staff that a school library should 
not onlj provide reading matter for 
its public, but' sbould incite to mwe 
and better reading. To this end, the 
library is hiade as physically attrao* 
tive as possible; a i|oiet and studious 
atmosphere is induced, (not to say 
insisted upon) ; interesting and beau- 
tiful books are digplayed; lists of 
books are posted in the libary and on 
dormitory bulletin boards. The 
-ear nestly d e si re s for ^tile sm- 
dents of the college a broad, xielt, ^ 
varied, reading experience. An ex* 
perience^of this sort is, no doubt, one 
of the greatest benefitg any college 
can bestow. 

The most vital present problem of 
the library is one of room in which to 
house its rapidly growing book 
lection. Perhaps when the parents 
of today have beconfie- the grandpap> 
ents of tomorrow, there will stand on 
/che campigs a new bnildinj^^ library 
worthy of eiir ihsiUttttson. ^

[Note: Her mother and father were 

both born in Italy.] 
*^^ome setting: 

A small village situated among 
hijls, that were orchards in summer 
time, is the setting of my father's 
-birthplace in lUly. Frfflro descr.ptiom 
of it, from both my father and moth- 
er, I can piece together i| very beau> 
tiful place. All the houses are one 
story and the front of frv^ry, home is 
just one beautiful flower garden. My 
father's fumily is very old and proud. 
In tiie village where they lived they 
were the wealthiest and most pQpular 
of all the people. It is a village of 
about one thousaud inhabitants who 
are scattered among the fields and 
hills of this quiet country. All their 
neighbors and friends must be just so, 
for their morals ure very high. 

My father always had ' plenty of 
money and time, so in his young dayie 
he travelled everywhere and saw all 
tl;i« ways of living that ars both good 
and bad. This, together with his par- 
ents' viewpoint, helped to make him 
very narrow and exact as to the ways 
of living. 

9oth my father's and moth^'s fam- 
ily are very religious. All the men 
who worked in the fields, in summer 
time, the shepherds, and servants 
would have to sit around my great-^ 
fiTen4iiK>ther uid say the rosary after 
her. When the prayers were finished 
the different men would gather in 
groups around the garden and talk 
and enjoy themselves. The family 
would sit together and discuss and 
t#lk things ov^ among themselves, 
Ih winter whoever was in their house- 
hold had to sit with them around the 
fireplace and repeat the prayers that 
my great-grandmother satd. 

After my parents came to America 
they learned the customs and ways 
that hdve helped them succeed in life, 
morals and ideals get high- 
er evfje^d^ lly mother is the pa- 
tient end lusittstand type that un- 
derstands all your troubles and gives 
such soothing advice that you really 
feel you want to do something with 



yourself. My father is selfish and 
stern although his love is large. He 
has no pat.ence or symptathy in him. 
One could never go to him with 
troubles, but he is wonderful in every 
other way. My mother, although she 
loves and misses the old family ways 
and customs, understands that we 
could not possibly sit at home and say 
our prayers every night or listen to 
them talk about their family affairs. 
If it weren't for mother we could nev- 
er step out the door to go out to 
amuse ourselves. She knows that we 
must go out and realizes Ihe ways of 
modern yo^g people. She trusts me 
everywhere. She has told me all that 
I should know about life and says that 
if I ^o the wrong way she is not to 
blanie because I know that whatever 
I'm doing is either good or bad. As 
soon as my younger sist^s get old 
enough to go out she will also explain 
life's struggle to them so that they 
will not go wrong. She does all in her 
power to make usr keep up witib owt 
crowd. 

My father is different. He can't un- 
derstand why we can't be happy and 
cont«ait at home with the f anoiy. ®s 
always claims that there is no love for 
parents in us or we would love to stay 
at home and listen to his Bible stories 
and proverbs. He is the old-fashion- 
ed type and will never change. A 
party, dance, ride, or theater is a ter- 
rible kind of amusement end *he wtH 
always say we are bad because we 
ower ourselves by having cheap en- 
tertainment. What he calls a good girl 
s one who sits at hoxnOi never goes 
out, learns to cook anci sew, and at 
irwenty-five marries the man with 
money, whether there is love or not, 
and goes to live with him the rest of 
her life. His ideas are to marry your 
\iwn kind and not one from a lower 
family. Ancestors mean everything 
to him and wheA; iif» argue that we 
will marry whom ^ lovs -wfaen it is 
time, he flies into the air with rage 
and threatens to disown us if we ever 
do anything against his wish or ideas. 
But I often wonder if we will win or 
he; My mother knows that we are 
different and if we show her that we 
love that certain man, no matter 
whose family he comes from, and 
that he is worthy, she wiU do all she 
an to help us out.

I cannot put into words 
how badly I feel and how deeply it, , 
hurts to think that my father wilt al- 
ways be ignorant regarding the point 
of view of the younger generatioA 
and that they will never meet mith his 
approval. Sometimes it makes me 
angry to think that if he could 
Americanize himself to other customs 
he could, if he wanted to, understand 
us, but then the picture of his family 
will come into my miind and I stop to 
think how hurt my father must feel 
with our actions and ways.. This is 
the hardtsi Iruggle for a gfirl with 
Italian parents to win and I can tell 
you that so far very few have suc- 
ceeded. My mother on account of be- 
ing younger, changed her views, but 
my father is much older and if he 
hasn't now he never will. I can't do 
anything to change him so ttnust for- 
feit my friends and amusement in 
order to have peace in our home.

The teaching of Public School 
Music today is vastly diffeent from 
that of even ten years ago. Thirty 
yeals ago seems In' ]retrospect, l^ 
the Datk Ages. At that time sight 
reading was the chief end and aim of 
music and only after each individual 
key was conquered could songs be 
taught. Even then the songs were 
much too long and with aceoa^iAi- 
ments adding little or nothing of 
value to the child's harmonic sense. 

Today Uie teadiing of Public School 
Mijsic Is a combination of heart, 
mind and body. Music suitable to the 
diUd is taught with, accompaniments 
which are not only enjoyable but of 
artistic worth. The song is the basis 
of instruction. This does not mean 
that we "sing-song" exdusi^^^efy. Song 
singing, sight reading, dictation, in- 
stumental work, glee clubs, bands, or- 
chestras, piano classes, harmonica 
bands, rhythm bands and other spe- 
cial activities are taught in the pub- 
lic schools. Children receive free of 
charge instruetioh that a few years 
ego would eost the parents a goodly 
sum. 

This diversified instruction means 
better training fojr the Music Super- 
visor. No long«r Js ft possible for an 
individual who plays p^ano, sing^ 
well, plays violin or othe» instrument 
to teach little children witiiout spe- 
cial preparation for the work. 

P ennsylvani a, recognizing the fact 
that while she is one of the greatest 
and digest 'states in the Union, hut 
that the Public School Music waeTgenr 
erally poorly taught, decided in 1921 
to remedy this situation. At that 
time Dr. Hollis Dann, of Cornell Uni- 
versity, was brougiit to Harrisburg 
and made State Director of Music. 
Three of our present Teachers Col- 
leges were entrusted with the organ- 
ization of a three-year cdurse for the 
training of Music Supervisors, Mans- 
field being one of them. 

This course was tidequate so far as 
music went, but with tibe expanding 
of the educational program of the 
state it became necesmry for the 
Music Supervisor to enhnrge Ms hori- 
zon. • ' 

A four year degree course was then 
organized with twenty-four hdurs of 
educational subjects, fifteen hours of 
elective work in a chosen field and 
the balance in music. The educa- 
tional work consists of two psychology 
courses, educational sociology, his- 
tory of education, technique of teach- 
ing, pidnciples of education and edu- 
cational biology. The minor may be 
in English, social studies, language 
or any other subject in which the col- 
lege gives the required amount of 
work. 

The music work isoiudste of har- 
mony, sight reading, dictation, con- 
ducting, music history and appreda- 
tibn, form and analysis, composition, 
private , work in voice, piano, violin 
and other instruments, and four years 
of teaching and observation. All this 
makes for real professicmal woric 
when the graduate gets into the 
teaching field. He is also qualified 
to teach his minor as well as music. 

An excellent concert band and or- 
chestra is maintained. These organi- 
zations are especially fine and are 



open to the bettsr instrumentalists of 
the college. A second hand and or- 
chestra provides practice for less ex- 
pert players. ^ 

Menjbers of the concert organiaa- 
lions may here learn to play many 
instruments. These four orchestras 
and bands are necessary, for all su- 
pervisors must be able to teach the in- 
struments and direct both band and 
orchestra. 

A college chorus of one hundred 
thirty members provides for the study 
of the best in choral works. A newly 
organized dioral organization this 
year is the Vesper Choir, wliieh islll 
make its first appearance in newly 
arrived vestment^^^ S^j^jsnts' Day. 

Our rebuilt Austin organ is now in- 
stalled in the Auditorium and with a 
new Hiree huanual k^Fbodrd and eev^- 

eral new stops is in the thirty thou- 
sand dollar rating. 

A new concert grand Baldwin pi- 
xno is anoliher much needed acq^isi* 
tion. 

The faculty, numbering thirtean^ 
are all specialists, and all h(dd de- 
grees. ) 

We feel that not only is the student 
preparing for his life work irtineby 

he can make a good living, but tiie 
cultural value of the course is exoep- 
^.ional for it gives him more than a 
3ne-sided view of life.

The future of this work is up to 
the Home Economics women them- 
selves. The number of positions is 
not increasing bb fast as it did, but 
the fact that the recent depression in 
work did not throw many, thus em- 
ployed, out of positions shows that 
ithBfe women are needed. The woman 
who has something to offer will go 
after her position is she wants it. It 
will not be likely to come to her.

Since 918 the World War has been 
<;he source of much material for all 
writers and would-be writers. Two 
weeks ago there appeaired in the 
Flashlight a review of Sheriffs fam 
ous play, "Journey's End." The 
novel on the same subject y^ch is 
generally acdaimed as the best, is 
"All Quiet m tt»B^ Western Front" 
This first appeared in Germany in 
January of last year. Since then it 
haa. beeh translate biito twei^ty dif ^ 
Yerent languages and by Noveinber, 
1929, the sale had paased the 8,000^ 
000 mark. ' 

It ndght be interesting to know 
sonibthing concerning the author, 
EIrieh Ifaria Remarque. He is 81 
yeai* 6M,^'Doini in Germany of par* 
ents of French descent. At t3ie age 
of eighteen' he left school and was 
sent straii^t to the Western Front. 
When tli6 ;war was ended he fdUnd 
Tiimself alone, without parents or 
friends. He became in rapid succes- 
sion, a teacher, a peddlar, a member 
a gypsy troupe, a dfamatjlfc evitic. 
But no matter how outwardly Iterene 
he was, inside t^ere was always 
chaos. In a conscious effort to throw 
off his burden, he wrote his story, 
presenting starkly one soldier's vi^w 
of the war. 

Like so many books, the title alone 
has a significance. In October, 1918* 



an army report was sent, which read, 
''AU qvlte ob the Western Front."

(By Andre Maarois)

not always to be a continued grand 
procession, as he described, we may 
look upon these words a? an index to 
Disraeli's chiuracter if we accept 
Andre Maurois'. picture of~ him. 

Into niost person's minds, when the 
word ''biography" is mentioned, comes 
a pjcAure of an ancient, little-uaad 
yellowed, cumbersome, and immensely 
heavy volunie, which cbntains long 
and dreary details of the life of some 
person i6f established fame, and which 
is generously sprinkled with an im- 
posing array of dates. Such individ- 
uals will indeed be surprised if they 
dare venture between the covers of 
Maurois' "Disraeli". In this book 
they will find ar story moire interest- 
ing an(^ certainly more delightfully 



The story of the eccentric son of a 
bookish and peace-loving father, 
D'Israeliy is <me of much fascination 
and moife cban^. The character p^i^ 
shfwv ^w the^oetiCf impulsive y«iit% 
grew into the sphinx-like figure who 
led bis nation as Prime Minifter, hp 
pre^piant with absorbinip iutereivb |^ 
even the casual reader. Thif i^m^ 
who, in his great store of poetic 
ffi??J??*» ?^r4ed Chrift as the, su- 
preme triumphal figure of the ^tion 
of Abraham, I|iu|^ a^ t^acob, prf.

With superb sympatiilf ^ authoft 
takes the reader direct^ to the center 
of the diaracter, winch was so elab- 
orately concealed by its owner. We 
live with Disraeli, suffer with him in 
time of defeat, are amazed at his re- 
maikable persistency ajud tri|unpli 
in lus' moments of victory. 

Dean Belknap in his talk at Vea- 
^pers reconunended reading as a means 
of becoining acquainted With the 
great characters of history. As an 
example of this, our sub|ect fits ad- 
mirably. Scarcely, would we under- 
stand the true character of the man. 
hidden as it was under the guise of 
superficialty, if we were to meet hiaoi 
In life, but through bios^aphy we may 
estimate him at his true worth. 
Doubtless, anyone who pejipttiM^^lQf^ 
volume will ^w to lean of Disndi 
as a friend^ and will enjoy the ilurill 
of acquaintanceshlip idienever his 
name is mentioned. In addition ther^ 
is a rich background of Eni^aad in 
the VictxHrian era. 

To tiioie w4io saw George Arliss' 
portrayal on stage and screen of the 
English statesnyMi the book should 
^rove exceptionaJlly interesting, as it 
<;ontaiM a picture of tiie<BiMi in his 
9arlier years as well as in old age. 

All those whose m^tality permits 
the enjoyment of literature above the 
tiabloid type, will revel in the pages 
9f IM^'ilanrois' delightful contril^-.

Qood average industrious atadente 
usually receive C grades. A few bet- 
ter students are marked B. A few ex- 
^ptional studente are graded A. 
Some fail, a few just pais, and some 
who by reason of sidkness may have 
mis^d some work would receive E's. 

A^l grader given at liie^Mid^SwfWB-^ 
ter are^ tentetive. The semester grade 
may priove to be quite different. The 
semester grade is not necessarilf^ an 
average of the grades of the first 
and second half semesters.^ 

A study of the correlations between 
the special freshman examinations 
and the mid-semester grades is in 
progress, but no results are at pres- 
ent available. The situation this 
semester dq^s not appear to be in 
any way peculiar. Students in good 
health, both mental and physical, with 
an average ability who are willing to 
work have no difficulty in complet- 
ing their courses. Some who have 
awkward handicaps in the end suc- 
ceed admirably by industry and iq?- 
pUcation. The most hopeless cases 
are the lazy and indifferent. It is 
wise for such to wilhdraw at once. 

It is hoped and expected that be- 
fore the end of the semester most 
students who are in difficulty with 
their grades will be able to co-oper- 
ate with their instructors, parente 
and friends to remove the handicaps 
under which they suffer.

"Home Economics wprkers may feel 
proud of the recognition given them 
at the business meeting of the As- 
sembly of Delegates of the National 
Education Association, when, by 
unanimous vote, the Department of 
Supervisors and Teachers of Home 
Economics was created in accordance 
with the request submitted at the At- 
lante meeting in 1929. Emma S. Ja- 
cobs, Director of Home Economics, 
Washington, D. C, who presided at 
the business meeting of the new de- 
partment, reviewed the facts leading 
up to the action. Ifri^fly, the objec- 
tives of the ox]gahization are (1) the 
study of problems common to home 
economics and other phases of public 
school education; (2) the making of 
studies and the comparison of work as 
a basis for progress; and (3) inter- 
preting the scope, meaning and- needs 
of home economics to school adminis- 
trators. Two kinds.of membersl^ «re 
provided by the by-^' -active, 
which includes all those < ..»cually en- 
gaged in home economics supervising 
or teaching in the public schools; as- 
BociatQ, all others engaged in or in- 
terested in home economics educ|- 
tion.

venile Delinquency.'* Wlien a child 
comes into this ^worW he cannot ad- 
just himself to the regulations of 
inodern society unless he is taught 
how. If he is poorly taught, he may 
become a >itvenile deliiaippenlfi and can^ 
be dragged into court few any crime 
from murder down to "wiUful tres- 
pass," which includes the case of one 
boy pushing another from the side^ 
walk to some lady's (?) lawn. Mr., 
Shea says many of these troubles^' 
with "juvenile delinquent" could be 
ari^ and ought to l!*^ settled in the 
higlL school jprincipal'sNo^ce, where,j 
no doubt, he sei^s a great many of 
them himself. 

There are two institutions, the 
home and the school, supposed to 
guide the child along the path so- 
ciety has traced for him, but if these 
two fail, the state must step in and, 
by a sort of raking-after, as it were, 
gather up the stray wisps. 

We are most concerned with the 
part the school has in V^ning the 
cbiid. As teachers, we must not 
teacli merely science, Latin, or what 
have you, but we "must understand 
the* difficulties of the boys and girls 
and help them overcome them. Mr. 
Shea told the story of one boy, a tru 
ant, who was brought to him and who 
was very much disgiisted With school, 
ently, on account o^ the spljt 
litive. He took the hif into tbe 
right kind of a classroom and in a 
very few days the young truant l^d 
dedded thaif.;^here was a great deal 
to be got frefe lNiool besides the split 
infinitive. Mr'. Shea says he knows 
teaqher jwhfi-Cft" take^aljnost any 
^Q^T'bad" boy or girl and have him or 
indAble ^ '*«tting from her hand" in five 
days. Well, that's the kind of teiMsh- 
er; every one of us ought to be. 

Mr. Shea says the time is coming 
when tha pastor* from all the>dkwf«h- 
es in a community will bring relig^ 
ious training into the sclools. This 
has been tried in many places, and
